Other familiar names 
show up farther down the list of restaurants 
notching failed inspections on several occa- 
sions, including Lao Sze Chuan’s Chinatown 
location with three fails, Clarke’s Diner in Lin- 
coln Park with three failing grades and Little 
Goat Diner on the Near West Side with two 
failing grades. 

A failing grade does not automatically mean 
the city will shutter a restaurant. Restaurants 
typically have anywhere from 48 hours to 
7 days to fix whatever problems led to the vio- 
lations, according to Gerrin Butler, the city’s 
director of food inspection, and most are 
found to be back in compliance with the city’s 
laws after receiving one failing grade. 

The analysis, created by Brandon Harris, a 
data scientist and University of Chicago grad- 
uate student, uses information culled from the 
city’s data portal to rank the restaurants based 


on which have 

had the mnst filed 

healeh agpections this year 
and which have had che most 
sinere takings from the ciky aa 
their failed inspeccions.

In Chicago a full-service

A failed health inspection doesn’t necessar- 
ily mean it’s a bad idea to eat at a certain res- 
taurant, since restaurants can receive a fail just 
for being closed when the inspector arrives to 
do a surprise inspection, according to Butler. 
The data entered into the city’s data portal, 
which Harris pulled for his analysis, could also 
have some entry errors, Butler said. But mul- 
tiple fails can give consumers insight into how 
a restaurant is operated, she said. 

“The more inspections they have, the bigger 
a picture you have about how that restaurant 
operates,” Butler said. “If they have more fails, 
that tells you something. More passes, that 
tells you something else.”

Real change begins with 
empathy, not protests

hether hearing “Jingle Bells” evokes memories of six-hour car rides, rela- 


tives wanting to know why you're not married yet or draining your bank 


account on presents — RedEye wants you to make it through the holiday season. 


For those a year or even a decade out of college, going home for the holidays doesn’t have to 
mean time-traveling back to your high school days, even if the relatives still see you as a kid. 

So RedEye rounded up advice on how to stay calm, save money and navigate your workplace 
during what’s supposed to be the happiest time of the year. (Harumph.) 


Bea proat the 
office holiday 
festivities 
The office holiday par- 
ty is (hopefully) boozier 
and more light-hearted 
than the annual budget 
meeting, but it’s not a time to totally let loose. 


“Even though it’s a celebration, you are 
still in that work environment,” said Elaine 
Swann, a West Coast-based etiquette expert. 
“Always keep in the back of your mind, ‘What 
do I want my reputation to look like on Mon- 
day morning?’” 

She advises office party revelers to stick to 
a two-drink maximum and leave spouses or 


friends at home unless they are given the OK 
to bring a guest. But even though the party 
setting is professional, it’s not the time to air 
grievances or make special requests to man- 
agers. 

“This is not the time to try to corner your 
boss or supervisor for a raise or try to get 
them to do something you weren't able to 
get them to do during the typical nine-to-five 
hours,” Swann said. 

And don’t share party photos or informa- 
tion about your colleagues on social media 
without first asking for permission, she said— 
because nobody likes to be caught off guard 
by an unflattering post. 

There’s also the matter of the office gift 
exchange. If you do get your co-workers 
gifts, a good rule of thumb is to keep it non- 
denominational, impersonal (so no clothes or 


perfumes) and less than $15. Swann is a fan of 
gift certificates or movie passes. 


Go home 
without going 
back in time 
If you go home for the 
holidays, just because 
you're sleeping in your 
childhood bedroom 
doesn’t mean you should act like a kid. (Mom 
and Dad aren’t on laundry duty, got it?) 
“When you go back home, you tend to re- 
vert back into your childhood roles,” said Jef- 
frey Greeson, a professor of psychiatry at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
Greeson recommends that before people 
arrive home, they take time to imagine three 
typical ways they behave during this time of 


year that they’re not proud of, and then come 
up with three alternative behaviors. If you 
get into frequent disagreements with a fam- 
ily member, for example, he said it’s possible 
not to get sucked into a conflict by practicing 
mindfulness. 

“It’s hard to change other people, so it’s on 
us to be accountable of our own automatic re- 
actions, and then endeavoring to try our best 
not to automatically react,” Greeson said. 

Susan Newman, a social psychologist who 
writes about family dynamics, recommends 
altering the expectations you place on your- 
self and your family while you’re home. 

“If you have had a nagging, annoying, on- 
your-back mother, she’s not going to change, 
so you don’t expect her to be warm, loving and 
uplifting this year because that hasn’t hap- 
pened before,” she said. “Lowering your ex- 
pectations and adjusting your attitude helps.” 


Pick out the 

perfect gifts 
ona budget 
The key to thoughtful 
gift giving, holiday shop- 
ping experts say, often 
comes down to how 
much the gift fits the recipient’s personal- 
ity and needs, not how much money it cost. 
That should come as a relief for Millennials, 
who are expected to spend less during the 
holidays than other adults because of finan- 
cial struggles like student loan debt and slow 
salary growth. 

Gregg Andrews, a Chicago-based fashion 
director at Nordstrom, said there are a few 
ways to make someone feel like a gift was se- 
lected just for him or her, such as selecting an 
item like jewelry or clothing monogrammed 
with the recipient’s initials or sporting the 
logo of their alma mater or favorite sports 
team. That way, even something small, like a 
coffee mug, feel significant. 

“T think a great gift is something you would 
not necessarily splurge on yourself,” Andrews 
said, like a cashmere scarf, a set of beer mugs 
or a fitness monitor—if the recipient is a fit- 
ness buff, or setting workout goals for the 
new year. 

Because many 20-somethings can’t splurge 
on a big-ticket item, like a home entertain- 
ment system or a fancy winter coat, Andrews 
recommends teaming up with friends or fam- 
ily members to each buy one piece in a set of 
related items, such as a matching set of win- 
ter gloves, a hat and socks, or a set of match- 
ing dishware for someone who has recently 
moved. 

“That whole idea of adding on is terrific,” he 
said. “You give a beanie, somebody else gives 
a scarf and you put some time and effort 


into it so that it’s not just a bunch of random 
things.” 


Beat back 
seasonal 
depression 

You don’t have to go 
home just because it’s the holidays—in fact, 
you don’t have to do anything. 

Stress in December is often caused by the 
desire to please everyone around you, and 
Newman, the social psychologist, recom- 
mends breaking out of your routines to sty- 
mie depression, and learning how to say “no” 
to projects and obligations. 

“You don't have to do the holidays the 
same way every single year,” she said. “I think 
people forget that they’re adults and that they 
can say no to something, they can change 
what they do or limit the amount of time they 
spend with family, particularly annoying fam- 
ily who remind you to comb your hair and ask 
you why you're still not married.” 

That means the less you agree to do, 
whether it’s planning a party, baking an elabo- 
rate potluck dish or traveling out of your way 
to visit friends, the more free you’re likely to 
feel to spend time on the people and activities 
that are most important. 

For people struggling to keep their moods 
up during the holidays, Greeson of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania suggests prioritizing 
exercise, known for its psychological benefits, 
alone time and one-on-one time with impor- 
tant friends and relatives. 

‘A lot of the holiday time is spent in group 
settings, multiple families getting together, 
work functions with the whole office, and it 
can be overwhelming,” he said. 


Don’t blow your 
7 savings account 

Airfare, party  liba- 
tions, charity dona- 
tions and presents can 
do a number on your wallet. 

John Schmoll, founder of Frugal Rules, a 
personal finance website, said it’s important 
to come up with a budget you can afford for 
each of those areas you expect to spend mon- 
ey on in advance, and then stick to it. 

“It seems like every other person comes out 
of the woodwork during the holidays, their 
kid is selling this or wants a donation for that, 
and it’s all great, but it adds up over time,” 
Schmoll said. “Realize it’s OK to say no.” 

If you know you want to contribute to a 
charity, Schmoll said, consider donating time 
as avolunteer rather than money, or ask a food 
pantry what specific items they need most to 
make sure your donation has an impact. 

And when buying gifts for family members, 
Schmoll said he uses apps like RedLaser and 
Camel Camel Camel and the website free 
shipping.org to compare prices and find dis- 
counts and free-shipping deals.

Broadway protected 
bike lanes ‘Top 10’ in U.S.

The protected bike lane installed this year on 
a section of Broadway in Uptown was named 
one of the year’s 10 best new bike lanes in the 
US. by advocacy group People for Bikes. 

The celebrated 1.2 miles of bike lanes on 
Broadway includes a stretch from Foster Ave- 
nue to Wilson Avenue that is protected with a 
“buffer” of paint lines separating the bike and 
car lanes, and a section from Wilson Avenue 
to Montrose Avenue that is also protected by 
white posts called bollards, according to the 
Chicago Department of Transportation data. 

City crews installed 30.75 miles of buffer- 
protected bike lanes and 3.25 miles of barrier- 
protected ones around the city this year, ac- 
cording to department data. Both styles are 
considered protected bike lanes by the city. 

People for Bikes, is an advocacy organiza- 
tion sponsored by bicycle suppliers, manu- 
facturers and retailers. People for Bikes orga- 
nizers noted the Broadway lanes run in both 
directions on opposite sides of the street in 
a busy commercial area, making riding easier 
for cyclists but having more of an affect on 
how cars use the road than a two-way lane on 
one side of the street would have. 

The majority of Chicago’s bike lanes are 
unprotected, meaning they run along the curb 
on one side of the street and are marked by a

single, white line, a bike symbol and/or some 
white line arrows painted on the ground. The 
lanes also point cyclists to ride in the same di- 
rection as vehicle traffic. 

Ald. James Cappleman, (46th) whose ward 
includes the Broadway bike lanes, said the 
next ward project likely will be a neighbor- 
hood greenway running on Leland Avenue 
between Clark Street and Lake Shore Drive. 
Neighborhood greenways consist of side 
streets where a green-painted bike lane sig- 
nals bikes have the right-of-way. 

“From Western Avenue all the way to the 
lake, we want to make it easier for people to 
ride their bikes,” he said.

8 children killed in 
Australia stabbing 


Eight children have been killed and a woman in- 
jured, police said Friday, during what several me- 
dia outlets reported was a mass stabbing in Aus- 
tralia’s tropical northern city of Cairns. 

Australia is already in a state of heightened 
alert after police stormed a Sydney cafe early 
Tuesday morning to end a 16-hour hostage stand- 
off in which three people were killed, including 
the hostage-taker. 

Queensland state police said in a statement 
they were called to a house in the Cairns suburb 
of Manoora just before midday after reports of a 
woman with serious injuries on the premises. 

They found the bodies of the children, aged 
between 18 months and 15, when they were exam- 
ining the location. 

The woman is receiving medical treatment for 
her injuries, police said, and is assisting them with 
their investigation. 

While unrelated to the mass stabbing in Cairns, 
the Sydney siege has triggered an outpouring of 
grief, with shocked Australians laying thousands 
of bouquets at a makeshift shrine in a central city 
mall near the siege cafe.

5 musicals | actually enjoy and why they make the cut 


With “Annie” (opening Friday) and “Into the Woods” (open- 


ing Dec. 25) on the way, I want to put it on the record that 


while I am not a fan of musicals, there are, in fact, some I 


enjoy. (Note: I’m not including classics like “Singin’ in the 


Rain,” which I can’t imagine anyone not liking. And, honestly, 


2002’s “Chicago” has fallen out of my memory.) 


1. ‘Newsies’ (1992) 

If anyone tells you that a friend and I were 
solely responsible for introducing this movie 
to our elementary school’s music curriculum, 
thanks to our talent show performance of 
“Seize the Day,” they are lying. Or maybe I 
am. 


2. ‘Once’ (2006) 

This romantic drama isn’t weighed down by 
huge choreographed dances and over-the-top 
numbers like most musicals. Instead, it’s full 
of the sadness and hope that star Glen Han- 
sard made his name on in The Frames, and 
which Hansard and co-star Marketa Irglova 
continued as the Swell Season. 


3. ‘Hairspray’ (2007) 

Expectations probably weren't especially 
high for the movie based on the musical 
based on the movie by John Waters. Then di- 
rector Adam Shankman (mostly responsible 
for junk like “Bringing Down the House” and 
“Rock of Ages”) made the new “Hairspray” 


surprisingly effective and fun, featuring well- 
cast turns from Nikki Blonsky, Zac Efron and 
Christopher Walken. Can’t say John Travolta 
was the best choice, but you win some and 

so forth. 


4. ‘High School Musical 3’ (2008) 
I know, I know. But really: The only “HSM” 
movie to be released in theaters is actually far 
less annoying and more entertaining than its 
predecessors. Another good Efron perfor- 
mance and strong dance sequences makes 
this a movie you want to hate but can’t—or at 
least shouldn't. 


5. ‘The Last 5 Years’ (2015) 

This musical love story doesn’t open until 
next year (exact release date TBD), but I saw 
and loved it during the Chicago International 
Film Festival.

filmmaker almost does it with her first 
feature, “The Babadook,” which at its peak 
hits some of the scariest heights in years. 
This is essential viewing if you like being on 
edge. Kinda like the “un, dos, tres, toca la 
pared” refrain of 2007’s Spanish thriller “The 
Orphanage” — still the most terrifying movie 
of the century—“The Babadook” offers a 
hauntingly musical lilt of “ba-ba-ba-dook- 
dook-dook.” Just thinking about it makes my 
skin crawl. 

Six-year-old Samuel (Noah Wiseman, 
perfectly shrill) likes building weapons 
and talking about monsters, which, as it

shouldn’t, doesn’t sit so well at school. Soon 
his mom, Amelia (Essie Davis), decides the 
boy shouldn’t go back, but it’s also not long 
before they can’t be around Amelia’s sister 
and her daughter either. Is Samuel a monster, 
or is life slipping dangerously into alien- 
ated, unsatisfied madness? Cooped up and 
tormented by the repeated appearance of a 
chilling children’s book called “Mister Baba- 
dook,” both mother and son are overcome 
by nightmares — something the former has 
experienced regularly since her husband was 
killed while driving her to the hospital to give 
birth. 

Kent allows “The Babadook” to crest too 
early, the movie’s penetrating dread receding 
as a refreshingly special-effects-free ap- 


proach adjusts into something a little more 
conventional. The accumulation of insects 
always makes me need to brush off imagi- 
nary ones, but their use here, along with a 
few other stock elements, is a downshift in 
originality. 

These are relatively minor complaints 
for the rare horror movie that’s actually

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Channing Tatum still wrestling with ambitions

Making “Foxcatcher” wasn’t fun for Channing 
Tatum. And he’s the kind of guy who likes to 
have fun. 

He was named People’s “Sexiest Man Alive” 
in 2012—not an honor for any actor who 
takes himself too seriously. This year he did 
a TV show with survival expert Bear Grylls 
in which the two snacked on a scorpion and 
spent a night spooning on a sheer rock cliff. 
He co-owns a bar in New Orleans called 
Saints & Sinners, for God’s sake. 

So he had trouble reeling in his daffy energy 
on the set of “Foxcatcher.” Director Bennett 
Miller even had to reprimand him a few times. 

“Bennett is a stay-in-it guy—he really wants 
you to live it. There’s no laughing on set,” the 
34-year-old said. “If you start laughing or cut- 
ting up, he’ll correct you and be like, ‘Get your 
head back in it, Chan.’ ” 

If that seems harsh, consider the film’s real- 
life story. Tatum plays Mark Schultz, a star 
wrestler who, despite an Olympic gold medal, 
lives in the shadow of his beloved brother 
Dave (Mark Ruffalo), a legend in the wrestling 


world. Just when he’s beginning to sink into 
an abyss of self-loathing, Mark receives a let- 
ter from an eccentric millionaire named John 
du Pont (Steve Carell) inviting him to train for 
the World Championships and 1988 Olym- 
pics at his expansive Pennsylvania estate. 
“I’ve gotten to know Channing pretty well,

and I’ve gotta say, I don’t know,” Miller said, 
reflecting on Tatum’s ambition for critical ac- 
claim. “We haven't talked about it yet. I think 
he’s proud of the film. I feel that he gets un- 
comfortable when the focus is concentrated 
too sharply on him.” 

That may be so. During our discussion, ac- 


tor seemed hyper-aware of how he described 
himself. He chose his words cautiously and 
apologized any time he sensed one of his an- 
swers was not especially revelatory. (“I know 
that’s probably not the answer you're looking 
for,” he lamented at one point. And: “This is 
going to sound so corny and terrible and ’m 
going to hate reading this later. If I read this.”) 

Perhaps it was that talking about his prepara- 
tions for “Foxcatcher” or laying bare his career 
hopes felt pretentious —at odds with the affa- 
ble, let’s-go-have-a-drink persona he’s become 
recognized for. And perhaps he wasn’t keen to 
relive the experience of making the movie sim- 
ply because it was so unbearable for him. 

“It was a suffocating movie and a suffo- 
cating experience,” he said. “I never want to 
wrestle again.” 

Tatum spent a month training with Ruffalo 
before production began but never shared 
in the pleasure Schultz got from wrestling. 
It made him feel like he was dying—not be- 
ing able to breathe, not being able to tap out. 
“You have to be so comfortable being uncom- 
fortable,” he said.
